(Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1952, namely: — 

In Schedule IV to the said Rules, under column 3, for sub-paragraph (ii), 
against entry No. 17, the following sub-paragraph shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(II) Air Officers Commanding-ln-Chlef, Operational Command, Mainten- 
ance Command and Eastern Air Command and Air Officer Command- 
ing Training Command, in respect of posts in units under their 
administrative control.’’

By-Laws tor the Control and Regulations or Mills 

S.R.O. 87, dated 3rd Mar, 1960. — The following Bye-Laws framed by the 
Cantonment Board, St, Thomas Mount-cum-Pallavaram for the control and proper 
regulation of Flour, Condiment, Oil and Rice mills in the St. Thomas Mount-cum- 
Pallavaram Cantonment in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (17) of 
Section 282 and Section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (Act II of 1924) are 
hereby published for general information the same having been previously publish- 
ed and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government as 
required by sub-section (1) of Section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

1. In these bye-laws (a) 'Flour, Condiment, Oil, Mill’ means any mill manu- 
facturing flour, condiment powder, oil whether run on electricity or oil, and (b) 
‘Rice Mill’ means any mill wherein husk is separated from paddy and includes a 
mill wherein polishing of rice Is undertaken whether run on electricity or oil. 

2. No new Flour, Condiment, Oil or Rice Mill shall be established except with- 
in the areas notified under Section 43-A of the Cantonments Act, 1924 and areas 
declared under Rule 2(b) of Cantonment Lands Administration Rules, 1937. 

3. No person shall establish or maintain Flour/ Condiment/ Oil or Rice Mill 
except under a license issued by the Board in the form annexed to these bye-laws. 

4. The building or premises in which a Flour, Condiment, Oil or Rico Mill is 
proposed to be installed or maintained shall: — 

(i) be at a reasonable distance from any place which gives out offensive 
smell such as latrine and cesspits, 

(il) be a solid structure able to withstand the vibration of the engine with 
adequate space for fixing a dynamo or engine in a railed enclosure. 

(lii) be paved with concrete or cement, and 

(iv) have 5 feet high cemented walls with a ceilinged proof, properly 
ventilated and lighted.

5. The Rice Mill shall grind only food grains which are properly cleaned. 

6. No engine or dynamo of more than 12 H.P. shall be Installed. Such 
machinery shall be fixed on a concrete foundation away from the walls of the 
building In such manner that the vibrations of the machine do not affect the 
building. 

7. In case of machines run by oil, there shall be a chimney of adequate height 
fixed to eliminate smoke nuisance to neighbours. 

8. The mill shall be worked only between the hours of 6 a.m, to 6 p.m. and 
shall be open for Inspection during this period by the officers and servants of the 
Board who are authorised to do so, 

9. The premises, apparatus and the containers used, shall be kept scrupulously 
clean and the personnel working therein shall be inoculated and certified as free 
from any contagious disease, by the Cantonment Health Officer. 

10. Application for the licence referred to in bye-law 3 shall be made in writing 
to the Executive Officer in the form annexed to these bye-laws. 

11. A breach of any of these bye-laws shall be punishable with fine which may 
extend to fifty rupees and in the case of a continuing contravention, with an 
additional fine which may extend to five rupees for every day after the first day 
during which the failure or contravention, continues. 

12. If the holder of a licence commits a breach of these bye-laws, his licence 
shall be liable to cancellation by the Executive Officer and shall not be renewed 
until such time as he has carried out the orders of the Executive Officer, to hla 
satisfaction.

— The following amendments to the bye-laws 
for the registration of births and deaths in the Shah.lahanpur Cantonment made 
by the Cantonment Board Shahjahannur in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (1) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) 
and published in the U.P. Government Gazette, dated 8th June, 1925 under notifica- 
tion No. 1504/XI(I)C-192R are hereby published for general information the same 
having been previously published and having been approved and confirmed by 
fhe Central Government, as required by sub-section (I) of section 284 of said 
Act, namely: — 

In the said bye-laws: — 

(a) In bye-law 2 under the heading “B regarding death” for the existing item 
2 the following shall be substituted namely:' — 

“Name and Nationality of deceased and name of deceased's father, husband 
or guardian”. 

(b) after bye-law 2 the following bye-laws shall be substituted namely : — 

“3. In the case of non-Indian, the report regarding death shall contain the 
following information: — 

(1) Name and Nationality of the deceased Mr. /Miss/Mrs.

(3) Profession. 

(4) Place and date of birth. 

(5) Cause of death. 

(8) Dependants of relations/friends, if any. 

(7) Address of any relatives in the country of the deceased. 

4 Copies of the birth and death reports in respect of non-Indians shall be 
forwarded to the Registrar General, Births and Deaths and Marriages. 
Madras.” 

(c) The existing bye-laws 3 nnd 4 shall be re-numbered as bye-laws 5 and 6 
respectively; and m bye-law 8 as so re-numbered after the words ‘ occurrence of 
any" the words "births or” shall be inserted; 

(d) after bye-law 6 as so re-numbered the following bye-law shall be inserted 

namely: — , 

7. (1) Any clerical error which may at any time be discovered in any 
register of births or deaths may be corrected by the Executive Officer. 

(ii) Any error of fact or substance In any register of births or deaths may 
be corrected by the Executive Officer by an entry in the margin with- 
out any alteration of the original entry upon production by the 
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person requiring such correction of a declaration on oath or solemn 
affirmation setting forth the nature of error and the true facts of the 
case, made before a first class Magistrate by the person require to 
give information concerning the birth or death with reference to 
which error has been made or in default of such person by two 
responsible persons having knowledge of the case and certified by 
such Magistrate to have been made in his presence. 

(e) for the existing penalty clause, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

Penalty 

8. Any person committing a breach of any of these bye-laws shall on convic- 
tion be punishable with fine which may extend to fifty rupees and in the case of 
a continuing contravention with an additional fine which may extend to ten 
rupees for every day during which such contravention continues after conviction 
for the first such contravention,"
